Recently，Municipal Judge Ira 
Brown Jr. rendered a verdict in 
favor of the new owners of the 
International Hotel, the four Seas 
Investment Co, Four Seas plans to 
level the hotel. 

Astay of eviction for the tenants 
will expire tomorrow. The tenants 
have five days to move onutt. 

Most of the occupants iD the 
hotel are elderly Filipincs and 
Chinese， They have expressed 
their determination at the rally 
clearly: 

“Wewont movel” 
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Rolland Lowe，Lowe is not a 
NEMS board member，but he has 
been active in the negotiations 
between NEMS and the hospital.

Overseas Money Sent 
to China Before 1949

Nine out of ten people who visit 
China hear cadre members speak 
about comparisons of life before 
and after liberation, Very few of 
these young cadre, however, know 
about the chaos prior to 1949 
caused by overseas money being 
Se packiO ss 人 Da Antis 
communist leaders in the com- 
munity here would also prefer 
that no one mention this period. 


In 1948， overseas currency 
了 owing into Seiyup never even 
passed through theBank of China， 
as the exchange process was too 
troublesome，At the same time 
there was quite a gap between the 
official rate of exchange and the 
black market rate， The Bank of 
Chinas exchange was the official 
rate 一 U.9，$1.00 gaining only 
130,000 yuan， The black market 
(which was pretty much com- 
pletely open)，offered a return of 
180,000 yuan， 

GENEROUS 

At this time people in Seiyup 
depended on overseas money as 
their very life line, Cenerous funds 
provided by overseas relatives 
created aa most prosperous 
commercial market in Seiyup. 
This is much the same as the 
Present situation in which people 
from Hong Kong and Taiwan are 
becoming Prosperous on invest- 
ments made in the entertainment 
industry here. In much the same 
way，the concentration of money 
Provided from overseas sources in 
real estate corresponded to the 
money now being invested here in 
real estate, Buildings in Toisheng 
and Samfou could be purchased 
for 了 .天 .$150,000, and at the very 
]east sold for HK$50,000. At this 
time， 五 . 玉 .$100,000 was quite a 
lot of money，. 

Farmland was another popular 
kind of real estate _ investment， 
Grain produced from good land 
sold for 3,000 yuan a bushel. 
Grain produced from less fertile 
land sold for 1,000 yuan a bushel: 
When families of overseas Chinese 
bought the land they would rent 让 
out to tenant farmers instead of 
farming 过 themselves. The tenant 
farmers would have to pay rent 
for a full year in cash before they 
could begin to till the land. The 
former system of turning over a 
certain percentage of the harvest 
was given Up as being too risky. 下 
there Was a poor harvest the 
jandlord was left without a profit， 
So 让 was thought safer to require a 
cash payment for rent before- 
hand. 

The fact of the matter was that 
过 was difficult enough for the 
tenant farmers to afford grain seed 
jet alone come up with a cash 
payment for rent， The only way 
out was to borrow money. When 
they borrowed a load of grain they 
would have to pay 50 % interest. 
Jnterest rates normally varied 
between 15 and 30 匈 . That is to 
say the monthly interest on a 


10,000 yuan loan was from 1,500 
to 3,000 yuan. 
HEAVIER 

These relatives of overseas Chi- 
nese didnt have things so _ easy 
either，because the taxes at this 
time were even heavier than 
during the war with Japan， For 
example，instead of :cash，the 
government required 40 pounds of 
grain on every dollar taxed. Taxes 
were also paid on rice，grain，and 
livestock. A pig would- be taxed 
30,000 yuan and a goose would be 
taxed 2,000 yuan,， Lumber pro- 
ducing cypress trees Were taxed 
500 yuan each, and a load of lime 
was taxed 1,000 yuan. 
buffaloes were taxed 40,000 yuan 
a head，and sheep 5,000 yuan a 
head. In addition, there were port 
entry duties，direct taxes，income 
taxes, SUpplementary taxes for fire 
and police，and special taxes， 
Later when the movment to solicit 
more money for mechanization 
began， each jewlery shop in 
Toisheng was levied with a 
1;,000,000 yuan tax In short， 
everything was taxed and there 
were tax stations everywhere. 
Going from one place to another， 
one always hadqd to pay taxes oOT 
bribes to soldiers. 

Conscription was another 
mixed-up affair，In 1948，there 
was a quota of 4,126 men to be 
drafted in the Toisan Regimental 
District，A _ great many of the 
young men of age managed to 
avoid service， After having es- 
caped conscription，however， 
their families were often detained 
and this caused a_ great deal of 
strjife.， Later on a system of 
“buying substitute soldiers” was 
begun. Some individuals set up 
agencies in various _ cities and 
countyseats in order to openly 
engage in this sort of business， 节 
you didnt want your son to 
become a soldier you merely had 
to pay a sum of 3,000,000 yuan， 
and someone would take his 
place， In _ actuality，these “sub- 
stitute soldier” agencies ”were 
linked up with the government's 
Conscription apparatus， 

RELUCTANT 

Not long after all of this， 
Chiang Ching-Kuo (presently the 
premier in Taipei) wanted people 
to _ exchange their U.S$，currency 
andto buyup all of the previously 
issued gold certificates in an effort 
to punish certain powerful famil- 
ies， At the time people were 
reluctant to exchange their U.S. 
dollars as they had no assurance 
that the gold certificates were 
Secure， Chiang Ching-kuo said 
that these people did not have 
faith in their government and 
were Unpatriotic. Some Pro- 
Chiang San Francisco newspapers 
also eritizied us .as being too 
distrustful of the government，
